E. H. Harriman Denies Purchases 


While Books Were Open Were 
a Coup by Him; Fabian 
Policy by Fish. 

The struggle between Stuyvesant Fish and 
E. H. Harriman for the control of the Illinois 
Central called out more of the arts of real 
warfare yesterday. When the delayed col- 
lision between the forces will take place is 
& matter of speculation—perhaps it will be 
this afternoon, perhaps not until tomorrow. 

While the fight was going on all day in the 
committee on proxies Harriman was credited 
with executing various kinds of flank move- 
ments, including the heavy buying of Illinots 
Central stock during the few hours the books 
were opened, This he denied. 

On the other hand Fish was accused of 
adopting a Fabian policy as his principal 
maneuver. He is said to have received a block 
of proxies representing 9,000 shares from 
Europe during the morning, and to have be- 
gun sending them before the committee in 
small lots. ‘In thie way, it was pointed out, 
Fish is delaying the work of tabulating the 


proxies on the theory that every hour ef time 
gained means added strength for his cause. 


Books Open for Five Hours. 

The coup credited to Harriman was made 
possible of execution by reason of the fact 
that the stock books were opened in New 
York at 11 o'clock, in accordance with the 
rule closing them from Sept. 23 to Oct. 16. 
Harriman is said to have bought heavily for 
the purpose of voting the stock so secured. 
The directors met in President Harahan’s 
office at 9:30 a. m. and voted to close the books 
at 3 p. m., Chicago time, thus leaving them 
open five hours. 

It was asserted by Edgar H. Farrar, chief 
counsel for Mr. Fish, that an oral agreement 
was made at the special directors’ meeting 
prohibiting the voting of stock so transferred. 
This was denied, however, by the Harriman 
people. William Nelson Cromwell, leading 
counsel for this faction, said no special agree- 
ment was made, but in the same breath as- 
serted that no stock thus secured would be 
voted by his people. 


Fish Buys 500 Shares. 

In accordance with the Fish faction’s own 
understanding of the agreement 500 shares 
of stock owned by Fish will be voted in Har- 
riman’s interests. Mr. Fish was in the mar- 
ket for any Hlinois Central stock floating 
about, and the amount thus collected for him 
was the 500 shares mentioned, which had 
been held by parties friendly to Mr. Harri- 
man. | 

Mr. Harrimam denies any coup as far as he 
was concerned. | 

“There is nothing in it,“ he said at 4 
o'clock. ‘“‘ Only 5,000 shares changed hands 
in New York, and these were confined to 
eighty accounts. I received the reports a 


little while ago. You ses this small amount 


changing hands one way or the other will not 
affect the result. There were no transac- 
tions outside of New York.” |

Wants No Underhanded Methods. 

Could they be voted af this election?“

Although Mr. Harriman expressed his con- 
fidence in other ways, it was only too event 
that he was extremely impatlent with the 
whole situation. | 

“This injunction tying up those 286,000 
shares is the most ridi¢ulous thing I ever 
heard of,” he said. “Why, the Supreme 
courts hold that the owner of a share of stock 
at the time the books close has the right to 
vote it, and that’s my right in this case. I am 
sorry the matter was not fought out in the 
court in the first place instead of compromis- 
ing. That's what I would have done if I had 
been here. The trouble was I was not here. 
I only wish I were a lawyer. 


Would Give Million to Be Lawyer. 

To à friend the magnate said at another 
time: I would give 4 million dollars to 
be a good lawyer right now.“ 

The Harriman legal staff were busy all 
day canvessing the resources of the situa- 
tion. Attorney Cromwell, it is said, was ad- 
vised by good injunctién lawyers that the 


286,000 shares could be voted, Harriman. 


however, vetoed the suggestion. 

“We have started to fight it out along the 
line laid down by Judge Ball's injunction and 
we'll stick to that,” he said. 

The stockholders met twice during the day 
—once at 9 o'clock in the morning and again 
at 3 in the afternoon, but each time were 
informed that the count of the proxies nad 
not been completed. An adjournment was 
therefore taken until 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
If the committee is ready to report then the 
battle will be on at once. If not, the con- 
test will be delayed until tomorrow. 


Conway’s Abeence Delays Canvass. 

At the afternoon segsion it became known 
that a systematic canvass of the proxies 
was not begun until yesterday morning. W. 
S. Conway, the nonpartisan member, was 
out of the eity when appointed the day be- 
fore, Until his arrival in the morning Mr. 
Wenham, representing Fish, and Mr. Friten, 
representing Harriman, did practically noth- 
ing except guard their respective proxies.

Workmen of Europe Lead Ours as to 
‘Their Individual Skill. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Bloomington, III., Oct. 17.—[Special.]—Miss 
Jane Addams of Hull House took a kindly 
jab at one of our pet foibles this morning. 
Miss Addams hearers—the delegates and vis- 
iting Glubwomen at the meeting of the III 
ederation of Women's clubs—were not 
Sure whether it was funny or not, 80 
delica&tely was it put, but the sting was there, 
and, for Miss Addams, it was a sharp one. 
It is time,“ said the speaker, that the 
educated people of this country led the man- 
ufacturers— not the manufacturers the edu- 
cated people. If the manufacturers of the 
country issue a decree that we wear a cer- 
tain kind of garment, no matter how ugly 
it may be, we flock to the stores and that 
garment is bought in enormous quantities.“ 
There was just a suspicion of a twinkle in 
Miss Addams’ eye as she glanced at the 
array of fashionable hats and gowns in front 
of her. One or two women down in front 
smiled uncertainly, but in a moment Migs 
Addams had become serious again, 


Misery to Maker Not Counted. 

“If the manufacture of the garment has. 
caused misery for a hundred employés,”’ 
she continued, it makes no difference. It 
is the style and therefore must be purchased. 
It is a strange freak of our civilization, isn't 
it? Why should not the manufacturers of 
the United States, like those of Europe, be 
controlled and led by the educated people? 

Here in the United States, she sald, “ in- 
ventions and machinery are at a high point 
of perfection. Germany is far ahead of us 
in ite educated workmen. Our development 
has been logical perhaps up to the present, 
but we can never Have an industrial country 
which will be suécessful unless we have in 
it a body of people who will have the artists’ 
prerogative—who will demand in the work 
produced something of the workman him- 
self. 

“Such an end can be gained only through 
the public schools, through the education of 
etildren in the industries as weil as in the 
classics. and I would educate all the ent- 
dren, not merely those who are going into 
factories. — 

Learned Workmen Our Need. 

„We go by factories every day which rep- 
resent the result of centuries of effort, and 
we have not the faintest conception of what 
it all means. Until we get that we lack our 
birthright. No one can compete with Amer- 
ica when it depends on quantity, rapidity, 
skill of invention, but when the point at 
issue is intelligent workmanship we fail. 
The time has come to make the intelligent 
workman our greatest asset. It is a necessity 
from a pedagogical standpoint; it is a neces- 
sity from the standpoint of the woman who 
buys and the man who works.”

INSISTS IT IS IDEAL FOOD. 


Educator, Plans New Dietary Test to 
Put Scoffers to Rout. 


To prove that the Aurora board of hehlth fs 
wrong in attributing a case of poisoning to 
"peanuts, Thomas J. Allen, president of the 
Aurora college of Aurora, will today begin 
to live on a diet of peanuts for sixty days. 
In order not to do too much violence to his 
system he will mix the ground peanuts with 
the nut part of wheat, in the proportions of 
two-thirds peanuts and one-third wheat. 

Mr. Allen has been a vegetarian and an 
experimenter in special food for séveral 
years. Beginning today, he will undergo a 
daily examination at the hands of Dr. C. W. 
Guyer, president of the Aurora board ‘of 
health, who will weigh Mr. Allen each day to 
test his heart action and keep a record of his 
physical condition from day to day. 


Aspersion of Peanut Causes Test. 

An Aurora man recently became ill after 
eating peanut candy, and the Aurora board 
of health has about determined that there_is 
danger in the peanut. The agpersion cast 
upon this favorite food roused the ire of Mr. 
Allen, and he called up Dr. Guyer and made 
his offer of a sixty day experiment. 

Mr. Alien has laid in a large supply of pea- 
nuts and will take his ground food twice a 
day, noon and evening. He will take plenty 
of water with his meals, but nothing else. 

Mr. Allen believes that the United States 
government should experiment with a view 
to finding an ideal grain on which a man 
can subsist, and has written the secretary of 
agriculture suggesting that Luther Burbank 
or some other expert be started along these 
lines. The oat, Mr. Allen believes, will be 
the best basis for this grain. 

„1 have come to the conclusion,” said Mr. 
Allen last night, that the ideal elements 
of food can be found in some one grain, and 
if Mr. Burbank or somebody else would take 
the oat and increase the amount of fat and 
eliminate the starch, a grain could be devel- 
oped which alone would supply the needs of 
man. 

Many Virtues of the Goober. 

„It the department of aegriculture re- 
fused to take the matter up, I know of some 
grain growers in England who will, and I 
will send my ideas to them. 

There is no better food than the peanut, ex- 
cepting milk, for infants. It contains nearly 
& per cent of albumen, which is the most im- 
portant of all the elements of food; nearly 50 
per cent of fat, and—mark thie—less than 2 
per cent of starch. It also has the necessary 
mineral elements of food with the flesh 
forming muscular and heat giving elements 
in the best form. Nuts and fruits are the

As @ result of all these sensations the 
stock market ail day didn’t quite know 
where it was at, and was haiting and stug- 
gering. Developments in the Heinze situa- 
tion started early and came rapidly. First 
thing in the morning F. Augustus Heinze re- 
newed@ his efforts to avert the wreck of his 
brother’s ambitious «firm, Otto Ileinze 
& Oo. He made an offer to pay 
$180,000 to Gross & Kleeberg, the stock 
exchange firm which assigned on Wednes- 
day because Otto Heinze & Co. did not pay 
for stock it had commissioned the firm to 
buy. But this amount was but little more 
than a third of Otto Heinze & Co.’s indebt- 
edness to Gross & Kleeberg, and that firm. 
having been forced by Otto Heinze & Co. to 
make an assignment, refused to entertain it. 

F. Augustus Heinze then abandoned his 
effort in that direction and left his brother’s 
firm to ita fate. It was quickly decided by 
the stock exchange governors on receipt of 
a complaint from Grose & Kleeberg. In a 
communication to the president of the ex- 
change this firm charged Otto Heinze & Co. 
with refusing to accept 3,202 ehares of United 
Copper, said to have been bought on the 
order of the Heinze firm. This action, Gross 
& Kleeberg state, was responsible for their 
failure.

Theistork might as well confine his baby 
contest aspirations ’’ to the state of Michi- 
gan. The idea of the women's clubs of Chi- 
cago, following the example of their sisier 
clubs in Michigan, in conducting a contest 
in “ maternity figures was frowned on yes- 
terday in Chicago. 

While the Illinois clubwomen. in Bloomipg- 
ton are thrashing out psychological, socto- 
logical, and various other intellectual ques- 
tions, the clubwomen of Michigan, at their 
state meeting in Flint, are mustering up 
courage to increase the rank and file of hu- 
manity and incidentally win club distinction 
thereby. According to reports there will be 
a prize offered by the Michigan state fed- 
eration next year for the woman’s club that 
can show the most prosperous birth. rate 
figures for the year. 

The official t that the Woman's club 
of Flint has a od the “towering honor 
with eight births in a membership of sixty- 
four women encountered a medley of oppo- 
sition. No fewer than eight other elubs 
said It isn’t fair,“ and that the Flint club 
and its stork census will be simply “‘ snoxed 
under by some of its aspiring opponents. 


Roses the Rewards in Chicago. 


“I don't believe the Michigan club women 
entered into any such contest,” said Laura 
Dainty Pelham, vice president and one of the 
chief workers in the Hull House Woman's 
cluy. “I don’t think any such contest would 
ever gain favor among Chicago clubs. You 
see there are not many young women in the 
clubs. Most of the club women have grown 
children, so, of course, the birth rate figures 
are low. In our club we send roses to each 
member who becomes a mother. We don’t 
call that a prize, though.“ 

Why, such nonsense,” gaid Mrs. H. R. 
Green, 3803 Grand boulevard, secretary of 
the Social Economics club. “I don’t think 
the Chicago clubs would ever take up such a 
matter. 

Mrs. Green is “ corporation counsel

Woman’s Efforts 1 Her 
Father and Brother Fail. 


HER HUSBAND THEIR VICTIM. 


Trial Is Faced Voluntarily by Philip 
and Joseph Sanzori. 


All the efforts of a daughter and sister fo 
convict them of a murder committed seven 
years ago failed last niwht'when Philip San- 
zor! and his son, Joseph, were acquitted by a 
jury in Judge Barnes’ court. 
Antonio Longo in 1900. Longo was the hus- 
band of Antonina, the daughter of Philip 
Sangori. 

Mrs. Longo, the widow, who had been in- 
strumental in prepering the evidence against 
her father and brother, listened to the verdict 
in silence, and then slipped quietly from the 
courtroom with her son, 12 years be- 
fore the crowd of her relatives who fil the 
courtroom, late es the hour was, could press 
forward and congratulate the acquitted 
men. : . 

Killing Follows a Quarrel. 

Longo was shot while standing in the rear 
of his home. Tue shot which. caused his 
death was fired by the younger Sanzori. The 
quarrel, which ended in the shooting, was 
ca used by Longo's abusive treatment of his 
wife earlier intheday. Inthe evening Longo 
was called to the rear door and a few minutes 
later Mrs. Longo heard the shot. The San- 
zoris lived in the adjoining house, 

The father and son immediatley fled from 
Chicago. A coroner's jury recommended 
that they be captured and ‘prosecuted for the 
killing. They were gone for seven years, 
lacking only a few days. On June 12 last they 
walked into the office of State’s Attorney 
Healy and surrendered themselves. The 
records of the office were searched and noth- 
ing could be found on which to hold them. 
A few days later, however, an indictment 
was voted, and they were released on bonds. 

The two men told a story of wanderings 
for seven years, during which time they 
worked to save sufficient money to defend 
themselves. 

Self-Defense Plea Wins. 

When Assistant State’s Attorney Day be- 
gan to prepare the case he found not a single 
witness to the shooting. He asked the aid of 
the police, but they were/equally unsuccess- 
ful. At this time Mrs. Longo, the widow, 
came forward, told of an oath she had sworn 
against her husband's slayers—though their 
action was said to have been in her defense— 
and volunteered her services. 

She accompanied the policemen in a search 
through the Italian districts of the city and 
finally found three brothers, Tony, Josepii, 
and Nicholas Corso, who witnessed the shoot- 
ing and would testify against her father and 
brother. 

Mrs. Longo herself took the stand and gave 
the testimony used by the state to establish 
a motive for the killing.

Upon his promise that we might stay 
without interruption during those two 
months at least we paid a month's rent and 
unpacked our things again. 

„After that my health broke down and 
my husband found work scarce, and then in 
addition to these troubles Penrose cains 
back a few days later and said he had decided

Ald, Maypole, one of the members of the 
subcommittee, was in favor of passing the 
whole subject over to the corporation coun- 
sel as being outside the scope of the commit- 
tees power. Ald. Badenoch, the second 
member, expressed himself at the committee 
meeting as being unable to understand why 
these charges were being made against the 
company.“ He wanted Ald. McCoid,to ex- 
plain why a company that was “ a blesging 
to Chicago should be annoyed in this 
manner. 


City’s Land Appropriated. 

When the public lands commission meets 
this afternoon it will discover that in at least 
two wards—the Ninth and the Tenth—prac- 
tically all of the city’s land, except the streets 
actually in use at all times, have been ap- 
propriated by various corporations. The 
commission also will learn that the city’s 
records have been permitted to grow into 
such a chaotic condition that there practi- 
cally is no means of discovering by what 
right these corporations occupy the public 
property other than such as is vouchsafed by 
these corporations. 

Inspector J. G. Kelly of the department of 
streets spent just one day in discovering that 
the city had practically nothing that it could 
call its own in these wards. In the Ninth 
ward, for instance, he found that corpora- 
tions occupied all of the streets and alleys 
from the west line of Stewart avenue east to 
the river between West Twelfth and West 
Eighteenth streets. 

The Crane company uses the entire east 
end of West Twelfth place for a big freight 
shed, has wooden platforms on the sidewalk 
space on the north and south sides of the 
thoroughfare and an fron canopy on the 
south side, These are connected by iron 
bridges which run from one side of the street 
to the other. 

In West Thirteenth street the company has 
a freight shed across the east end at the west 
line of Stewart avenue and wooden platforms 
on the sidewalk space on the south side be- 
tween Stewart avenue and Canal street. Al- 
leys running north and south between West 
Twelfth and West Thirteenth streets are 
being used for a switch track. The records, 
however, show that compensation is being 
paid the city for this track.

Leader of Révolutibnery Society 
Gets Setback from Presi- 
dent Osmena.

MANILA; Oct. 17. —The Philippine com- 
mission and assembly met in joint session 
today to listen to Gov. Gen, Smith’s message. 
It proved to be a clear review of the admin- 
istration of the islands since the establish- 
ment of civil government, recounting the 
magnificent record of altruistic achievements 
at which the nations laughed, and the failure 
of which they had predicted, because the 
American theories were unsanctioned by 


precedent and had not been proved by ex- 


perience. 

Praise and censure were fearlessly dis- 
tributed by the governor general, and much 
wholesome advice was given, especially as 
regards taxation, which was exhaustively 
explained. The governor general exhorted 
the assemblymen to iy résults and to avoid 
useless W ling. @ urged them to seri- 
ous consideration of the maintenance of high- 
ways, improvement im the cultivation of 
hemp and tobacco, the schools, reform of 
municipal administrations, and especially 
wasteful public expenditures and salaries. 

With the organization of this assembly,“ 
the message concluded, less a new era has 
commenced, Henceforth the responsibility 
that has been vested in the commission will 
be divided with you. Some allege that the 
assembly does not enjoy power and that its 
influence is practically negative. I reply 
that its rights, privileges, and powers are 
exactly the same as those enjoyed by the co- 
ordinate branches of a legislature wherever 
liberal government prevalls.“ 


Assembly Has First Clash. 

The assembly experiented its first clash to- 
day, in a tilt between the president, Sergio 
Osemena, nationalist, and Dominador Gomez, 
who seconded the president's nomination yes- 
terday in an eloquent speech. 

Gomez, whose election js to be contested, 
but who was formally sworn with the other 
assemblymen yesterday, made an appeal to 
the delegates to disregard politics, but the 
president stopped Gomez's speech and an- 
nounced that he would uBe his authority as 
President of the assembly, to have it stricken 
from the records. 

The delegates were surprised at this early 
beginning of the fight between the national- 
ists or conservatives and the radicals. The ad- 
herents of Gomez, who is leader of the famous 
Katipunan revolutionary society and ex- 
president of the nationalist party, during the 
course of the day's proceedings in the assem- 
bly defeated a plan to rush through that body 
a series of special rules for farliamentary 
procedure which had been drawn up by the 
president. The latter, however, managed to 
secure the temporary adoption of the rules, 
and it is understood that he will not permit 
them to be changed.

Marconi ‘Transatlantic Wire- 
less Service Put Into Prac- 
tical Operation. 


Messages of Congratulction Over 
the Inauguration of the New 
Era in Telegraphy. 


{BY MARCONI TRANSATLANTIC WIRELESS 
TELEGRAPH TO THE NEW YORK TIMES 
AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

LONDON, Oct. 17.—This message marks 
the opening of the transatlantic wireless 
service. It is handed to the Marconi com- 
pany here for transmission to Ireland and 
thence to Cape Breton, Nova Scotia, and 
New York and Chicago. As it is limited to 
fifty words, I can send at present only one 
of the many messages received for transmis- 
sion to signalize the'event. This message, 
from the privy council for Lord Avebury, for- 
merly Sir John Lubbock, follows: 

I trust that the introduction of the wireless will 
closely unite the people of the United States and 
Great Britain, who seem to form one nation, 
though under two governments, and whose inter- 
ests Gre really identical. AVEBURY. 


Triumph for Marconi. 

Then came in full the original message, fol- 
lowed by the correspondent in London, from 
which the short dispatch above was con- 
densed, to meet the fifty word limit imposed 
by the Marconi company upon the first mes- 
sage transmitted. The full message follows: 

LONDON, Oct, 17, via Marconi telegraph to 
Glace Bay, N. 8.—This message marks the open- 
ing of the Transatlantic wireless service. It is 
now eleven years since William Marconi in May, 
1896, announced in New York that he had dis- 
covered the secret by which messages might be 
flashed through space without the assistance of 
wires or cables, such as were used in the ordi- 
nary methods by telegraphy at that time. Mr. 
Marconi’s statements were received with skep- 
ticism and his prediction of the wonders which he 
felt confident could be worked by means of his 
application of the Hertzian waves was openly 
derided even by electricians who ought, for their 
knowledge of the feats achieved by the electric 
sparks, to have recognized that the limits of its 
potentialities had not been reached. 

Mr. Marconi, as this message testifies, has now 
accomplished all that he expressed his confidence in 
being able to do. This message, which I have 
handed in at the London office of the Marconi 
Wireless Telegraph company for transmission by 
the Marcon! system, speaks for itself. 

There is pleasure in transmitting by wireless 
telegraphy the following messages from represent- 
ative Englishmen, which have been furnished by

Minnesota’s football stock has gone up con- 
siderably by the announcement that Case, 
the great tackle of the 10906 eleven, will be 
seen in the Nebraska game, the faculty ban 
having been Uf ted.

Therooters 
realize that victory over Nebraska is im- 
perative if anything like a western cham- 
pionship is to be annexed by the Gophers 
this year, and coaches and A are get- 
ting down to the work with a rare good will. 

Minnesota is not so far along in develop- 
ment as the other western colleges, and the 
work of this week, and those preceding the 
Chicago game, will be toward strengthening 
the weak spots which the game with Ames 
make apparent, bettering the interference 
and driving the idea of more team play into 
the players. How successful the players 
have been in mastering their individual tasks 
will be demonstrated to a certain degree Sat- 
urdey, The Minnesota coach will not even 
hint at the probable makeup of his team. 

Experienced Players Few.
